EXECUTIVE MANSION August 23,11:30 


A. M.—The condition oil the President 
has not materially changed since yester- 
day afternoon, and is yet the subject of 
grave anxiety. 


PUBLIC CRITICISM. 


It is sincerely wished that there were 


grounds for stronger hope in the Presi- 
dent's recovery. His condition is still 
very cntical, and looking nt the case as 
best we possibly can, it is exceedingly se- 
rious. A month ago the country was led 
to indulge in the belief that ho was out 
of danger. 
Tho daily bulletins were 


heralding good news, and the minds of 
tho people had settled down to think 
that all danger had passed. 
But when 


tho truth became known, tho President 
had not beeu rapidly improving, but was 
gradually growing weaker and weaker 
uutsl his life hung on a very Blender 
thread. 
However, 
all 
hope 
has 


not 
beeu 
blasted. 
There 
is 


a 
possibility 
that 
ho 
may 


recover. Tho chances are against him, 
bat tho physicians still think that when 
his stomach weakness is over with that 
ho will certainly get well, as tho wound 
ia rapidly healing. There is such a com- 
plication of difficulties, however, jnst 
now, that there is but little faith pre- 
vailing that he will recover. 
Looking 


at the situation as hopefully as one cut 
under the circumstances, there is at best 
but a gloomy outlook. 


The disability question connected with 


tho President, continues to bo discussed 
by certain newspapers and critics. There 
are some who are bound to believe that 
Vice President Arthur is being robbed 
of the right; which tho constitution gives 
him to act us President when the Presi- 
dent is on his back and unable to per- 
form tbe duties of the otlice. There does 
not appear to exist any sound reason why 
the Vice President should not act as 
President of the United States when the 
. President is absolutely incompetent to 
transact the important business which is

Ex-Speaker of tho Assembly, Hon. A. 


A. Arnold, of Trempealcaii, hus written a 
letter to tho Milwaukee Sentinel on the 
Farmers'Alliance aud the Republican 
State convention. Mr. Arnold is a prom- 
inent member of the Alliance, is a poli- 
tician and a farmer, and marks out a 
coarse of action which the Alliance will 
insist shall bo taken. Ho says so far as 
he is aware, the intention of tho Alliuuco 
is to support thair respective party tick- 
ets, but only on condition that the nom- 
inations bo satisfactory to the Alliance 
aud meeting their ideas of right and jus- 
tice. Mr. Arnold says tho Republican 
convention must adopt suitable resolu- 
tions and recognize the Alliance by giv- 
ing the farmers some place on the ticket, 
or they will be kicking and bolting and 
final defeat.

It is true there are a great many 
farmers who are able to fill any position 
within the gift of tho people of this State, 
and it would be a wise thing to give that 
element some recognition if it could bo 
fairly done. But Mr. Arnold places very 
little value on tho intelligence, and good 
sense of-the farmers of Wisconsin, when 
he says they will bolt if they can't dictate 
to the Republican convention. Where a 
convention is squarely made up, com- 
posed largely of farmers especially—men 
who honor theircalliag aud are a credit to 
the 
Republican party—the majority 


of the President, but I do say it is my 
opinion that he would have been far bet- 
ter to-day had ho beeu moved from tho 
White House long ago."

At that 
point of the trench were a bed of lillies, 
as represented in the oil painting sent to 
Detective Fuller. 
The men have dug 


down to tho depth of about four feet. 
Among the men engaged in this work is 
the man Degnau, who was ono thought 
to bo a spy iu the service of the grave- 
robbers. The officers and workmen at 
the 
cemetery 
place lint 
little faith 


iu tho report that tho body is buried in 
this part of the grounds. They say that 
if the thieves wished to bury the body in 
the cemetery they would have seltcted :i 
quiqter and less frequented part of the 
grounds. The place where the men are 
digging is only about five minutes' walk 
in a southwesterly direction from the 
cottages overlooking the soldiers' plat, 
aud about midway between the rear en- 
trance and the main entrance on the old 
Jamaica plank road.

CHAPTBR 107. 
AN ACT to authorize loans and extensions of 
loans from the trust funds; of this state. 
Tho people, of the Stato of Wisconsin, repre- 
sented lu senate an.l assembly, do enact as 
follows: 
Section 1. In addition to the investments 
permitted by existing; laws, the commissioners 
of public lands are hereby authorized, in their 
discretion, to Invest the school fund, the uni- 
versity fund, the normal school fund and the 
agricultural college fund, from time to timo 
as moneys belonging to those funds may bo 
In the stato treasury, 1n loans to towns, vll- 
1«KC9, cities and counties, within this stato, as 
hereinafter provided; 'and every town, village, 
city and county in this State, Is hereby em- 
powered to borrow of said commissioners, 
from said funds or either of them, such sum 
or sums of money, for such timo and upon 
such conditions and terms ns limy bo agreed 
upon by and between the eomniissionerg, and 
the town, village, city or county applying for 
a loan, subject, howover, to tho limitations, 
restrictions arid conditions herolimCtcr sot 
fourth. 
Section 2. The loans provided for in this act 
may bo made for any term not exceeding 
twenty years, may bo made payable In install- 
ments and may bo In such amounts as shall 
not, In connection with all other indebtedness 
of tho town, vllluiro, city or county, applying 
therefor, exceed (Ivo per centum of tho nver- 
ago assessed valuation of tho taxable proper- 
ty therein for tho three years next prccoilinar 
the application for euch loan.

tho written or printed oertiflcato of a physi- 
cian or coroner, clearly stating the cause of 
death, nnd unless, when the cause of death Is 
smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet fover or other 
dangerous, contagious, Infectious or pestilen- 
tial disease such dead body Is also accom- 
panied by tho written or printed permit of a 
lawfully constituted -public health authority 
and by tho sworn declaration of an undertaker 
in writing, that -the body of tho person de- 
ceased as aforesaid Is hermetically inclosed In 
an air tight metiUllocolnn or Isencased with an 
F.bundanco of powerful disinfectants acoorn-

food upon the crops. A soil may con 
tain largo supplies of every ingrediea 
which a crop requires, and "stifl be un 
able to yield thorn to the plant, the 
being in an inactive state, and it is onl' 
that portion of tho soil which is solubl 
in water which is available as plan 
food. Any analysis of a soil which onl' 
tells its composition is of littlo valu 
unless it can show tho active matte 
ready to bo taken up by tho crop. Lim 
acts upon tho dormant matter in tin 
soil, and performs tho important func 
tion of rendering those active. Clay 
soils generally contain within them 
selves potush and soda, and we know 
by experiment that limo liberates those 
inorganic elements. According to Prof 
Way, lime helps to form a valuabl 
class of salts known as double silicates 
or alumina, which have tho power of ab 
sorbing ammonia from the atmosphere 
Limo neutralizes tho nc'ulg in the soi 
ami sweetens the herbage, besides sup 
plying food .for the perfect growth o 
tlio crops, it is thought by somo to be 
a wasteful practice to allow limo to 
como in immediate contact with farm- 
yard manure, thinking it would cause a 
loss of ammonia; but they overlook the 
controlling inlluencc consequent upon 
tho action taking place in the soil. The 
action .of caustic lime upon a mixture 
of farmyard manure aud decayed or- 
ganic matter produces a most valuable 
t'ertili/.er, viz., nitrate of potash. Limo, 
besides being a plant food and brino-in"- 
into useful condition thc several oro-anic 
and inorganic matters in the soilfalso 
improves its physical character, render- 
in"; still' and tenacious clays more fri- 
able and easy to work. Ilowever, the 
use of lime renders a supply of other 
manure ' necessary, and under a good 
system of husbandry the increase of 
crops will increase lliis quantity of ma- 
nure. Taking into account thc various 
functions it performs, it is one of our 
best, natural manures. However,

Summer Drinks. 


In extremely warm weather, refresh- 


ing beverages are very desirable, espe- 
cially in the hay Hold, where one is ex- 
posed to the scorching heat of the sun. 
and the whole system is perspiring with 
the heat and exercise. It is very im- 
prudent to swallow great quantities of 
ico-cold drink when ono is excessively 
warm; a few swallows taken slowiy will 
quench the thirst far better than a whole 
(joblotfni swallowed without stopping 
The very best of all drinks is new mifk 
with ice sullicient to cool it. It is not 
only cooling, but also nourishing. It is 
a most grateful beverage, not only in 
the lield, but in tho kitchen, and nurse- 
ry as well as sick room, where it should 
always have a place. In fevers, it ia 
the most delightful cordial that can be 
administered. A very nice beverage is 
made by taking two quarts of water, a 
tablespoonful of pulverized ginger, half 
a teacupfnl of strong vinegar and half a 
teacupt'ul of molasses ox maple sugar. 
Stir well, add a lump of ice the size of 
a quart bowl to keep it cool; put into a 
tin pail with a tight cover, and it is a 
very good field drink, and will keep 
cool half a day. 


Another drink is mado by taking a 


lemon or two, roll or squeeze till soft, 
slice very thin and put into a largo 
bowl and turn a pint of boiling water 
ovor the slices.' Let it stand till cool; 
then allow a quart of cold water to each 
lemon and half a cupful of sugar; stir 
well and add a lump of ico to make it 
very cold. The acid of tho lemon is 
very grateful to tho mouth and stomach 
on a hot day. All iced drinks should 
be sipped slowly, as they quench tho 
thirst better and do not give a chill, as 
if taken in largo swallows and great 
quantities. Still another drink is pre- 
pared by taking two eggs, Seat thor- 
oughly till frothy, and half a teacupful 
of sugar, a tcaspoonful of extract ot 
vanilla and a quart of milk; cool well 
with ice. It is very delicious and 
strengthcniuv On a hot day. Another 
ono is made by taking a teacripful of 
raspberry jam, stir into it three pints of 
water, strain it through a fine colander 
and set in the ice chest till very cold; 
it is a very -pleasant beverage. Tor hay 
pitchers nothing excels good hot coffee, 
as it stimulates a little and scorns to 
raise sullicient internal heat so that 
perspiration Hows freely, and keens up 
the strength. 


Refreshing drinks aro a very great 


comfort during tho summer heat, and 
give much nourishment to tho system, 
as ono is not very apt to feel hungry in 
the long summer days when thor>ther- 
momoter ranges from ninety to ono1 
hundred degrees in tho shade. The 
more a person drinks the more ho per- 
spires; yet ono canuot help craving 
some palatable beverage to. cool tho: 
parched lips and mouth in the heat of 
Hummer. It is much better to take lit- 
tlo at a time, and to drink more fre- 
quently, than to quaff a great quantity 
at a time. Frequent bathing of the face 
and head is a great preventive of thirst. 
Men are not half so liable to get over- 
heated if they occasionally wipe off 
their faces with a wot towol or sponge. 
People do not take half tho pains to 
protect themselves from the heat of do<* 
days that they do to guard against the 
inclemency of cold, and there is double 
tho danger arising from overheatino-, 
that there is from freezing.—"Farmer1 s 
Wife," in Country Gentleman.
